Terrible Accident to a Passenger

curred on the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
Railroad at Carlyon, last evening. Seventeen per- 
sons were killed and fourteen wounded. 

THE DETAILS. 

ROCHESTER, N, Y., July 28.—News was received 
here early this morning of a terrible disaster on 
the Rome. Watertownand Ogdens burgRailroad 
near Carlton .last night. As a Thousand Islands 
train, which was running at high speed on the main 


line, neared Carlton, the engineer noticed a single 
car standing on the track ahead of 
him. He at once put on the  air- 
brakes and reversed the lever of his engine, but 
before the speed of the train could be stopped the 
engine dashed into the obstruction, and in an in-

THE AIR WAS FILLED 
with the groans of the dying and the injured. The 
engineer, who heroica iy remained at his post, 
was fatally injured. When the crash came the 
fireman, who stood by him till the last, was in- 
stantly killed. Word for assistance was at once 
telegraphed to Charlotte, a distance of twenty-five 
miles. On the arrival of aid the work of rescuing 
the wounded and taking out the dead from 
the wreck was begun immediately. So 
far as can be learned at present the car 
which caused the disaster, was blown on the 
mainline from the branch track by a high wind 
which prevailed at the time of the accident. It 
is supposed that the Rev. Dr. Atwood of Canton, 
and Rev. Dr. Fiske of Syracuse, were passengers 
on the ill-fated train.

The company has 
inereased its rates to the schedule of prices 
charged by the Western Uniun Company. Nev- 
ertheless the messages come pourtng in, and 
business, according to Mr, Sherman, has _ in- 
creased 100 per cent within the last twenty-four 
hours. Business men generally complain of the 
company. While the bankers and brokers who 
have special wires do not feel the effects of the 
strike very much,the produce merchants and 
dry coods dealers say that the loss to them must 
be about 50 per cent.

Two New Lines Projected to Kansas City— 
KRamors of Changes—Personais. 


Mr. Richard Klemm, the well-known engineer, 
who is in charge of the St. Louis and Central Mis- | 
souri Railroad Company, returned to the city to- 
day, and ‘reports ‘that the final survey of the | 


line from a point about one mile west of Laba- 
die to the St. Louis county line had been com- 
pleted, and his assistant, Mr. Sebroeder, who is in 
charge of the work during Mr. Kienaum’s absence, 
has cominenced survey through St. Louis county, 
and will probably reach Ciayton in a week or ten 
days. Mr Kiemim says the iipe through Frank hn 
county will uot have any grades w exceed thirty 
feet ito the mile,and will not have any sharp 
curves. The line throvg: St. Louis county will 
run from one to two iniies south of Creve Coeur 
Lake, and at Clayton conneciion willbe made 
with the st. Louis Belt Line railroad, which will 
give the St. Louis and Central Missour: Raitroad 
an entrance into the Union Depot and Carondelet, 
The line as projected’ wiil start from the 
Union Depot by the tracks of the Belt Line 
to Olayton, thence through St. Louis county to 
Taveru Rock at the Frankiio county tine; thence 
ruphing aiong the south bank of the Missouri 
river to Labadie, where it wiil cross the Mis- 
sourl Paeific railroad and proceed ina south- 
westerly direction to Union, Mo,; thence westerly 
throngh the counties of Gasconade, Miller, 
Maries, Benton ana Morgau to Clinton, the 
county seat of Henry county: thence on an air 
line trough Butier county, Missouri, to Emporia, 
Kansas, wiere a connection will be made with 
the Atchisen, Topeka aud Santa Fe Raiiroad. 

{t ts reported that the Clinton and Kansas City | 
Railroad, now owned by Mr. Win. Batiey of this 
oily, wiil soon be placed under contract, and 
ubon its completion will give the St. Louis and 
Centrai Missouri! Railruad a Kansas City connec- 
tio, as grades would be less, and distance also, 
than ihat of the Missouri Pacific. This would 
put the St. Louis and Central Missouri railroad in 
a position to demand a large percentage of the 
Kausas City business.

THE MAYOR'S DEFENSE. 

The Mayor took the ground that the power given 
to the Council to remove an elected city officer can 
only be exercised auring a regular session of the 
Municipal Assembly, and not during a spectal 
session unless it be submitied by the Mayor; 
otherwise the Council bas bo power to act The 
Mayor also denies that the council has the right to 
act both ae aectiser and judge in the same trial, 
and if this view is correct no eousent of bis own 
could give the Council authority to enter upon the 
proposed investigation. Touching the maitet of 
the charges preferred against liim, the Mayor 
said that on the third day of the jast regular ses- 
s10n, to-wit on April 17, 1883, he subimitiecd a list 
of appointments to fill Ube offices required to be 
alled by appoiutineut for the ensQiwe four years. 
ln Many cases the appointimelts Were re-appoint 
ments, and in some of them he gave up perseual 
preferences for what he considered tue govd vi 
the public service. He had no interest 
in the contirmation of any One of 
the persons thus selected other than 
the tdesire to «see the Government well ad 
ministered. He reviews the history of the slate 
and the written contract of the seven slate-sinash- 
ers between themselves, so fat as Kiown, and de- 
clares he shall be giad 

IF THBY WILL PUBLISH THE CONTRACT. 
Believing that the agreement 80 eniered 4nto 
was an attempt by the majority of the 
Council to usurp ins own power of ap- 
pointment, and ers it + as against 
pubiic policy and detrimental to the public wel- 
iare, he withdrew ihe appointments in the face of 
it at the meeting of the Cuouneil on May 1, 1883. 
The combiuation between the Seven be regards as 
ah attempi to usurp the rights of the Mayor to se- 
lect his subordinates. The Mayor is ive execu- 
tive head of the City Government. and is 
respousivie for the due administration 
of city affairs during his term of office. 

“Itis true that the appointing tet of the 
Mayor is subject to the approval of the Council. 
but the power lo .ged in the Counell tocoufiem or 
reject appointments should be exer@sed fairly, It 
is not transterable. Nv isember of the Coancil 
can part with nis right to exercise it, or place his 
vote on an appoihnlnent Within the 
coutrol of another. A combination of 
the character spoken of possesses the 
power to control the action of the Couuell tn the 
matter of appointments to office, and WwW the com- 
bination itseif is controlled by the majority of the 
members composing such combibation, HM mav 
resuit that the action of the Councilin a given 
case will be determined by a minority of the 
whole body. 

THE MPMBERS OF SUCH COMBINATION 
are divesied of the puwer to act according 
to their individual judgmeutand tits feature rea- 
ders an agreement ol the characler spoken of, 
aside from its other ciaracteristics, void as belnug 
coutrary to public policy and subversive of good 
goveruient. * * »* The controversy turns 
in some meastre On the point whether the Charter 
provisien requiring the appointive offices of the 
city to be fileu by the Mayor at the bezinuing of 
the third year of his term is mandatory 
in its character. Lassert that it is not, and tiat 
under it the Mayor is vested with discretionary 
power to withhuld the appolitinents where tue 
facts, as in this instance, Warraut such action. I 
appreciate the unportance of the office of Mayor, 
intention of relinquishing 
any of its functions. I iusist that my authority 
to appoint to office shail not be defeated by 
a combination, the purpose of which is to trans- 
fer the right of selection to the members thereof. 
The fact that sueh Combination existed ow Aprit 
24, 1883, and that there is reason to believe that 
ik eXisis to-day are, in my juagineyt, sufficient

Several Houses on Leonard Avenue Visited by 
a Wei'-O-ganized Gang—An O'd Lady As- 
saulted in Her Bed-Room—A Saloon-Keeper 
‘Held Uo" in His Own House, 


During the latter part of the present week the 
city has been over-run with buglars and thieves, 
notwithstanding the lying reports of a gang of 
alleged detectives. Last-night was field night. 
and, although the detectives to«lay denied that 
there was anything but the usral dull- 
Less, a reporter learned of several 


burglaries and robberies. At 2:30 o'clock this 
moruing Mra. Picot, who resides at No, 912 Leon- 
ard avenue, Wits awakened by a noise in ber bed- 
room, As she rose to listen she was seized by the 
thruat and 
FORCED BACK ON THE PILLOW. . 
She struggled wiih her assailant and free- 
ing herself mounientariiy from his grasp 
she called to her sons, who were 
siceDing in an adjaceut apartment, Mr. Eugene 
Picot Was awakened Dy bis mother’s call and im- 
mediately roused his broitier Louls. Before they 
reacued their mother’s room, however, the burg- 
lar dasued out of the doorand jumpea down tiie 
steps. The heavy thuds on the stairs of No, 912 
awoke Mr. Stephen £, Lowe, the  in- 
surance agent, who resides at No. 910. He 
ran to the window,and,calling to Mr. Eugene Picot, 
he asked tne Cause of the excitement, and on 
learning that burglars were in the house be blew 
bis police whistie, attracting two officers and two 
private watchinen,dving duty in tue adjoining 
biock. Myr. Liewellyu, Superintendent of the 
Wasiington Avenue street Car Line, who resides 
at No, 9038 Leonard avenue, was awakened Dy the 
Wiistiec, Within the next minute 
WINDOWS WERE SLAMMING 
and shutters rattling through the ueighborhood, 
which sour presented as lively a scene as at mid- 
diay. Mrs. Liewellynu’s three sons weré among 
tie first awakened by the noisé and excitement, 
and on preparing to dress they discovered that 
THEIR CLOTHES WERE MISSING 
from the chair ou which they had placed them 
upon retiring. This circumstance soméwhat de- 
layed the orgcanizauicn of the exploring party in 
the bousehoid. Mr. Lowe awakened his 
eldest son, and promptiy repaired to the 
rear yard in search of we*iutruders. As Master 
Lowe reached the yard be saw the form of 4 man 
disappearing over the back fence and beat a basty 
retreat dowtt the alley. Mr. Edward G. Moses, 
teiler of the Valley National Bank, who lives ai 
No. 418 Leonard avenue, Was awakened and soon 
joived bis neighbors in the search. Within ten 
minutes every Louse in the locality was lighted up 
and the emale portion of the  neigh- 
borhood had bolted and barred  them- 
selves securely in -sceomt and third-story 
front rooms Wille the police, private watchmen 
and little army of pursing ciizeus were explor- 
lng the back yards and wood sheds and stauoning 
members at ie outlets to the bieck. Daring the 
uext half hour the search was Vigorousiy prose- 
cuted, but withvut resulis, as 
THE BURGLARS 
had succeeded in muking gvvd ahasty escape. 
The Picot house was surrctuuded and searched 
from aitic to cellar, but it Was discovered thatthe 
burglars had escaped through the kitchen door, 
Which stood ajar. An inVesiivation Was then pe- 
gun. ‘The tirst attempt was probably made on 
Mr. Moses’ residence, No. 91s. The turning 
siats of the kitchen window were cut in twu 
pluces, to make room foraman’s hand. Luekily 
au wire screen on the inside pressed tightly against 
the siats, Which were thus preveuted from sliding, 
makiug it unpossible to : 
EFFECT AN ENTRANCE 
in this way. ‘Luis Wouse Was accordingly aban- 
doned, 

Mr. Liewellyn’s house, No. 908, was éntered 
through a rear bay-window, jand the rvom in 
which the young men slept visited. Ihe clothes 
were removed to the yard. Oue of Mr. Liewel- 
lyn s sons had collected a number of new five- 
cent pieces which he had tied in a small sack. 
This was cut open and the contents pocketed. 
The pockets of the remainder ot the clothes were 
turned liside out, and the garments were then de- 
posited in the yard.

Competence is within the grasp 
of all who establish a position above mere medi- 
ocrity. Here at the Highlands we find the actor 
settled for the summer in ‘his delightful sea-nest

In 
the leading wheat counties south and west of St. 
Paul the situation has gone up fifty points, 
wnue in the Red River region remarkable 
improvement is uniformiy reported from ail 
sources—railroad, travelers and farmers. Fields 
that ten days ago were set apart for complete 
failure are now relied on for twenty bushels to 
the acre. Itis not unlikely that the recent rains 
have added from 2,000,000 to 5,000,000 bushels to 
the aggregate yieid of the Northwest. The storms 
have done damage, but only trifling compared 
with the acreage of safe grain.” This 
paver also says that the acreage of Minne- 
sota for 1883 is 2,535,137 acres sown in spring 
wheat, a decrease from the acreage of 1883 of 37,- 
117 acres. The yield last year was 32,269,508 bush- 
els and the Press believes that the yield this year 
will be so large that last year’s crop will 
be reached, and perhaps the wheat 
crop of Minnesota may reach 35,000,000 bush- 
els.——An official report on the Califorma 
wheat crop says: “At the lowest calculation there 
will be 66,000,000 bu of wheat this year, and the 
probabilities are that the quantity will far exceed 
this.

They will keep their places openi and take 
their chances in the courts. The police are 
instructed to report all violations of this and 
other Sunday laws prohibiting unnecessary 
labor, etc,, and there is a prospect that to- 
morrow will be aninteresting day. 
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GEN.WALLACE, our indefatigable Minister 
to Turkey, has managed to insert his name 
in the press dispatches again. Since the 
Turks quit buying fire-arms of the New En- 
gland manufacturers our relations with the 
Sublime Porte have been about as important 
as those we maintain with the Fiji Islands. 
The principal business of the American 
Minister in Turkey is to help missionaries 
out of trouble and dine with the British le- 
gation at Therapia when invited. But WaL- 
LACE, who understands the art of free ad- 
vertising, manages to keep up a racket now 
about the revision of a trade treaty. He 
seems to keep a private press correspondent 
on his staff, as Was the fashion when he pre- 
tended to be a general in the Union army. 


~ @um Southern Pacific land-grabbers are 
evidently reckless of expense in their ef- 
forts to secure the unearned land grant of 
the Texas. Pacific before Congress aieets to 
rectify the culpable neglect of last session. 
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the transfer, and induced them to attempt a 
witlidrawal of said protests and to persuade 
Acting Seeret ary Josuyn to decide the con- 
troversy in behalf of the land-grabbers dur- 
ing the absence of Secretary TELLER. 
JOSEXYN, however, refuses to permit the 
shysters now appearing for the grabbers to 
withdraw their protests which they filed for 
the other side, and he declines to take the 
matter out of Mr. TeLurR’s hands.

The 
claim of the Southern Pacific to that land 
grant is a bit of the coolest villainy on 
record, It hasno more right to it than it 
has to the millions of acres which the Texas 
Pacific stole from that State by the fradulent 
surveys which have recently been detected. 


THE FIASCO, 

Certainly a more ridiculous farce was 
never enacted in this city than the attempted 
“impeachment” of Mayor EwiIne by the 
Seven office-brokers of the City Council last 
evening. The Mayor sent the Council a 
communication setting forth the fact that 
this being & called session of the Municipal 
Assembly no legislation could be enacted, 
save such as pertained to matters submitted 
by the Mayor himself. He further claimed 
that under the Charter the Council had no 
power to prefer charges against the Mayor 
and bring him to trial—that procedure being 
by ordinance—and he denied the right of 
Council to act as accuser and judge in such a 
ease. : 

This able legal document was shattered at 
one blow by the vast and voluminous V As- 
TINE. The Mayor was denied a hearing and 
the extraordinary trial commenced. Mr. 
VASTINE appeared as prosecutor, but ina 
short time he collapsed, and | RowskE, of 
the Solid Six, became prosecutd?in turn. He 
clearly brought out the fact—as has been re- 
peatedly published—that the seven members 
of Council, to-wit: VASTINE, ZELLE, Dr- 
voy, TEMPLE, STRAUB, CUMMINGS and 
STONE, endeavored to obtain from Mayor 
EwInG the rightto name certain of his ap- 
pointees. Failing to obtain this largesse they 
entered into a solemn, written compact not 
to confirm any appointments sent by the 
Mayor to Council—good, bad or indifferent. 

A more contemptible piece of political buc- 
caneering was never brought to lighta It was 
shown that seven men who couldn’t get their 
noses into the flesh-pots banded together to 
subject the Chief Executive of the city to in- 
dignity and obstruct the wheels of the 
Municipal Government. ‘he eloquent Mr. 
V ASTINE attempted, in an impassioned ad- 
dress, to cast some obioquy upon the Mayor, 
but his effort was a flat failure. When the 
vote was called on the resolution to impeach, 
it stood 7 to5. A two-thirds vote being nec- 
essary, the resolution was declared lost and 
the curtain was rung down on the farce. 

But the public has been thoroughly en- 
lightened as to the nature of the disturbance 
between the Mayor and the Seven Superia- 
tively Virtuous Councilmen. These gentle- 
men have been stripped of all their pre- 
tenses of goody-goodness. The unnecessary 
squabbie which they have created about the 
division of the municipal spoils is con- 
demned by every sensible and disinterested 
tax-payer, regardless of party affiliation. 

If the Seven Slate-smashers are as wise as 
they pretend to be they will take the advice 
of the Post-DisPpATcCH and stop their non- 
sense. 


FRACTIONAL REFORM. 

Gov. CRITTENDEN and Rev. JowHn A. 
Brooks of the Prohibition Alliance are both 
citizens of Warrensburg. both members of 
the same church, both Kentucky Democrats 
and both clamorous for such a_  sgue- 
cessful enforcement of the Downing Law as 
will close all the saloons and beer gardens 
on Sunday. But, for their agreement on 
this latter point, they assign diametrically 
opposite reasons. 

Gov, CRITTENDEN repeats again and 
again, in letters and official interviews, that 
he regards the successful enforcement of the 
Downing Law inthis respect as the only 
alternative to Prohibition. To save Missouri 
from the iniquities and mischiefs of Prohibi- 
tion, he is anxious for the closing of all 
saloons and beer gardens on Sunday by the 
enforcement of the Downing Law. 

Rev. JouN A. Brooks, however, in a pub- 
lished letter to Rev. B. E. Reep, says he 
desires such enforcement because it means 
absolute Prohibition for one day out of seven 
at least, and must lead to Prohibi- 
tion for the remaining six days of 
the week also. He takes the plausible 
position that, if Prohibition \% practicable 
and proper on Sunday, it will be practi- 
cable and proper throughout the week, and 
that if it does good on Sundays, it will do 
about seven times as much good when en- 
forced all the time, 

In logical strength of position and consist- 
ency of argument Mr. Brooks, sv far, cer- 
tainly has the advantage over Gov, Crit- 
TENDEN, but we must admit thatin the 
course of the same letter Mr. Brooks ‘man- 
ages to contradict himself as flatly as he 
contradicts the Governor. In one part of his 
letter pleading for the enforcemeng of the 
DOWNING law, he refers to its enforcement 
the preceding Sunday in Kansas City, and, 
saying that the practicability of enforcing 
Prohibitionwas there demonstrated, he adds: 

And pray what did we see in Kansas City on 
Sunday? We saw Prohibition completely en- 
forced for one day in the second city in our BState, 
and a consequent reduction of crime to an abso- 
lute minimum. Probibitivn, then, is demonstrated 
to be not only practicable, but an infinite blessing 
to society when only extending to one day in the 


week, What might it accomplish if it extended to. 
the entire week? 


But in another part of his letter, explain- 
ing why he opposed the Dowing Law and 
all laws licensing the sale of liquors at any 
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it will not materially lessen the number of sa- 
loous, and not in the léast the amount of rum 
drank. I would risk my repntation upon the 
statement that this is true of every town in Ne- 
braska and in Missouri where bigh license has 
prevailed heretofore. 


Coyld anything be more grossly and 
grotesquely antagonistic than these two 
passages’ Inone place he proudly points 
to Sunday Prohibition as an accomplished 
fact: under the Downing Law and claims for 
ita great diminution of ram drinking and 
crime. In another place, and to sustain bim- 
selfin another position, he coolly tells us 
that it “will not in the least lessen the 
amount of ram drank.” 

Not only is the Governor at variance with 
his pastor as to what liquor laws a Christian 
man can or can not favor, but the pastor’s 
positions on any branch of the subject seem 
to vary with the exigencies of his argument. 
Having read the Governor out of the pale of 
Christian men for favoring license, and 
having in one part of his letter denounced 
high license and Sunday Prohibition as a 
sort of futile dalliance doing no good, Mr. 
Brooks seems to insist that the only Chris- 
tian alternative of perpetual Prohibition is 
free trade in liquor. Considering the fail- 
ure of Prohibition wherever it has been 
tried, this is a gloomy view to take of the 
prospects of temperance reform. 


— 


In the course of one of his oratorical flights 
in the Council Chamber last evening, the 
vinegary VASTINE renmrked that he had 
reason to believe that a certain Mr. J. M. 
SULLIVAN, elected to the House of Delegates 
as a Democrat, had been induced to act with 
the Republicans through the corrupt appli- 
cation of the Mayor’s patronage. The fol- 
lowing interesting scene then occurred, ac- 
cording to the newspaper reports: 

Mr. Sullivan (who was in the lobby)—I say you 
are a liar! 

Mr. Vastine said he believed that corrupt in- 
fluences had something to do with 1f 

Mr. Sullivan—You are aliar, sir. 

President Parker—The Sergeant-at-Arms will 
please preserve order, and clear the lobby if nec- 
essary. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms, however, remained mo- 
tionless at his post, . 

Mr. Vastine—I hope the gentleman (referring to 
Mr. Suilivan) will be allowed to remain, as he ap- 
pears to have misunderstood what has been said. 
Mr. Vastine said he would withdraw any personal 
remarks about Mr. Sullivan, although the latter 
bad a brother who was recently appointed toa 
position in the Fire Department. 

The question now arises, does not Mr. Sut- 
LIVAN need impeachment? What right had 
he, a member of the Lower House, to stand 
inthe lobby of the Council Chamber and 
conduct an acrimonious debate of this char- 
acter with an honorable member on the 
floor? Let SuLLIVAN be impeached. 


WE are sorry to find such a reckless, vio- 
lent and untenable charge as the following 
in Rev. Jonn A, Brooks’ recenily published 
letter to Rev. B. E. Reep: 

Again. why is Prohibition a failure in some 
measure in Kansas, and a complete success in 
Missouri, so far as tried? Because a Democratic 
Governor in one State has arrayed the party 
against the law, and trampled under foot his sol- 
emn oath of office to enforce it, bringing rather all 
the power of his official position to preventits en- 
forcement; while in the other a Democratic Su- 
preme Court and administration have said in 
thunder tones the law shall be enforced. 


Prohibition was as complete a failure in 
Kansas under Gov. St. JonN as under Gov. 
Guick. Ifthe latter has perjured himself or 
in any instance been guilty of misfeasance 
in office, it is strange that there has been no 
talk of his impeachment and removal by the 
Legisiature, in which the Republican Pro- 
hibitionists have an overwhelming majority.’ 


As the Post-DIsPATOHN seeks todea| fairly 
and impartially with ali public questions, it 
gives place to-day toa communication from 
a representative of the anti-liquor element of 
the city—a gentleman of strong sense and 
excellent Dusiness standing—who signs him- 
self “St. Louis.” He makes the plain dec- 
laration that if the Downing Law is not‘ac- 
cepted in this city the next step of the tem- 
perance people will be to demand from the 
Legislature more stringent Jaws against the 
liquor dealers—in fact, plain Probibition 
will be the battle-cry. As it has been dem- 
onstrated that the State of Missouri is 
strongly inclined to extreme legislation on 
the liquor question, it might be well for those 
who are interested to carefully consider this 
direct threat from one who has a right to 
speak for his class.

The men who take their meals at tne Club do not 
have to cat elsewhere, and the cook who prepares 
the meals is no, more guilty of an infraction of the 
Sunday law than the cook who will prepare the 
Rev. Dr. Boyd’s dinner to-morrow. Iam. afraid 
that Mr. Ciaiborne has never reduced a Club to an 
inteliectual spectrum analysis.

Sueh 
is not the case. We have ample facilities 
at our command for doing all work the in 
six days. On the seventh give us a rest. 

At present the journeyman barbers in this city 
work ninety-nine hours in seven days, or an aver, 
age of fourteen and one-seventh hours per day, 
the year round. While the foregoing figures rep- 
resent the round working hours, don’t let me for. 
get to say that out of this time we are given a half 
hour for each of two meals per day—dinner and 
supper; we get our breakfast before going to work 
—and one half-day “olf” per week. These hours, 
while not all devoted to actual labor, are spent in 
close confinement, and are the cause cf the gen- 
eral ill-health existing among the barbers, a fact 
of which the general public is not ed&nizant. The 
keeping open of barber-shops on a Sunday 1s only 
pandering to the vice of laziness, which is alarm- 
ingly prevalent among the American people, 
while it does not afford a source of revenue to 
bosses or workmen. This the majority of bosses 
are too ignorant to see, and the minority, who 
do see it, cannot help themselves, from 
the fact that the wmajority rules. The 
present fis a good opportunity to help 
us out of our difficulty. Every inteiligent 
person will see at once, tf he will but think, that 
our business is not necessary on Sunday ; but they 
won’t think. If Il succeed in making Mr. Clai- 
borne believe that we are not a necessity. I shall 
be satisfied. [have now had my say,and feel 
somewhat relieved.

Uhrig’s Cave. 
The rumor to the effect that the Uhrig’s Cave 
property had been sold, though unsustained, has 


aroused considerable interest in the historyvf this 
popular place of amusement. The Cave was a part 
of the estate of the late Joseph Uhrig, one of the 
first brewers to engage in business in this city 
His brewery was loeated on Eighteenth and Mar 
net streets, and his widow still occupies the old 
homestead there. Mr. Ubrig used the cave for 
the storage of beer, but after the invention of ice- 
making the cave Was closed up. On the death 
of Mr. Uhrig and the distribution 
of his very large estate, the Cave 
became the property of his widow, Mrs. Walburga 
Unrig. Tue dimensions of the Cave property are 
201 feet 10 inches on Washington avenue; 146 
feet on Locust street and 291 feet 4 mehes, on 
iefferson avenue. The Cave proper is an arti- 
ficial one. Itruns north and south, is fifieen feet. 
wide, and its greatest depth is at its entrance on 
Washington avenue. At that point it 
is thirty feet deep. The Cave does not extend in 
any direction beyond the boundary lines of the 
property. The assessed valuation of the pbrop- 
erty, including all the buildings upon it, is $36,440,

They 
are very fine and sell at 20c a pound. White Mar- 
tha, 15c. The best cultivated blackberries are 
worth 30c a quart; wild ones are selling at 15c.

A FLOATING PEST-HOUSE. 


Reminiscence of the Cholera and Yel- 
low Fever in 1851. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It was the writer’s fortune to be engaged 
on the steamer Pride of the West during the 
sickly season of 1851, This was the year of 
the first return of the California emigration 
011849. The most of those who returned 


that year came across from Panama and had 
been detained for weeks on the isthmus sub- 
jected to the miasmatic influences of the eli- 
mate. When they arrived at New Orleans all 
were eager to get home, and on their arrival, 
finding a steamer all ready to start that even- 
ing, they crowded on board regardless of 
whether the accommodations were good or 
bad; any thing was better than they 
had been enjoying for the two 
are previous, The Pride of the 

vest had fair accommodations for about 
sixty people, all told, and the morning that 
she left, before the arrival of the steamship 
from Aspinwall, her cabin was two-thirds 
full, with a fair allowance of deck pas- 
seugers. The steamship arrived at 10 a. 
m., and at 2 p. m, 118 returning Cali- 
fornians crowded on beard, and although 
told we had no accommodations, they said, 
“If you have enough to eat we can sieep 
anywhere, as we are used to hard beds and 
want to gethome. We ieft New Orieans at 
5 p.m. with (as the books showed) 118 
Californians and fort-five other passengers 
in the cabin and fiifty-five deck 
passengers, making 218 besides the crew. 
fhe Californians were content with one 
roum and two births for six and sometimes 
ten men. All they particularily wanted was 
&room to deposit their luggage in. They 
slept on the floor, guards, hurricane deck or 
any other convenient place where they could 
stretch themselves. ‘The next morning after 
leaving New Orleans the first symptom of 
disease showed itself, and by 4 p. m. we 
landed at the foot of Prophet's Island and 
buried our first victim. By nine that night 
three more were taken down, and at day- 
light next morning we landeu on the point 
at the foot of the narrow bend and buried 
them in the woods, and at 6 p. m. we buried 
two more on Consort Point. By this time 
the passengers had become alarmed, and the 
next morning after we had buried another 
on the point below Natchez Island all the 
passengers Who were in the cabin before the 
Californians came on board concluded to 
stop at Natchez, which they did, all except 
one lady who had come on board sick and 
who remained on board. A few hours after 
jeaving Natchez three more were taken down 
and the next day, whilst wooding off Hur- 
ricane Island, two of them and the woman 
who had been brought aboard sick, were 
vuried in one grave withvut coffius, only 
wrapped in the ved-clothes they had diced on, 
as lumber for coffins cou!d not be procured. 
from the time we left Vicksburg until we 
reached Cairo we did not make a ianding 
that we did not bury one or more, except at 
the towns, where, if we had anv dead on 
board, we kept them concealed until after 
we left, bury ng them at tie first convenient 
place above. At Norfolk, below Memphis, 
we stopped to wood, and, having three dead 
bodies on board, we prepared to bury thein. 
lhe wood-yard wan, seeing our men gv on 
shore with suoveis, inquired what they were 
voing to do, and being told begged the Cap- 
iain to not bury them there, and offered him 
all the wood he wanted tor nothing if he 
would not bury them there. Finding his en- 
treaties were useless, he ran to his cabin aad 
seizing: his rifle peinted it at the Captain, 
4elling him if he did not back out Instantly 
be would shoot him, ‘The Captain conciuded 
ne meant business, and to prevent difficulty 
ordered his men on buard, let go and backed 
duwn about a mile, and landed and buried 
iis three bodies in the wood, making ten 
front Vicksburg to Memphis. 

Frou. Memphis to Cairo we buried six 
more, anu irom Cairo to Quarantine (then at 
the foot of Arsenal lLsiand) six wmore, 
arriving there with three dead bodies 
on board and about as  demoral- 
ized a crowd as it was possible to tind. 
After landing, seven more died, making 
forty-two tha: died out of the whole number. 
None of the crew were attacked. ‘The dis- 
ease had but two furms. One. was that of 
the genuine yellow fever—firsta slight chill, 
followed by a fever and pains in the back 
and head, graduaily increasing in intensity 
until the crisis of the disease is reached 
(mostly lasting ab »ut three days), when the 
fever eliher begins to subside or the black 
vomit sets in and in two more days the 
patient is either dead cr well. if the latter, 
in two more days tbe patient, with ordinary 
care, isout of danger e@ a relapse. The 
other form was that of pure Asiatic cholera 
—firgt a sligiit waste gradually develop- 
ing discharges resein Diing rice water, which 
is mostly unnoticed by the patient uutil he is 
taken with the cramps and death soon fol- 
lows. Thedisease reaily bexins with the 
diarrhea, which is neglected, causing the 
appearance of a sudden attack, when really 
it may (and mostly dves) require from two to 
three days to reach the cramping stage.

MONTE KATE, 


A Noted Border Character for Twenty 
Years Past.

Everybody on the Southwestern frontier 
knew Monte Kate. She has prominently 
figured as a border character for the past 
twenty years. Inever knew any one who 
knew het real name or aught of her antece- 
dents.

Practical Hints About Homesin America 
and Abroad, 


From the American Architect. 


The Builder recently indulged in some re- 
flections on the subject of carriage entsances, 
as arranged in Parisian houses, which are 
quite worthy of attention. Very few of our 
architects, and still fewer persons of other 
professions, understand the value of this 
feature in giving diguity and importance to 
an elevation as well as plan, and asa couse- 
quence many opportunities for the display of 
architectural wagnilicence, which would be 
eagerly seized and adroitly used by a French 
architect, are in this country thrown away. 
in fact, the whole subject of dignified do- 
mestic architecture needs. serivus . study. 
ameng the profession here. ‘The increase o! 
wealth and expenditure has been so great 
that scores of houses are now built every 
year in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, and 
other cities which wouid, su far as Cost 1s con- 
cerned, be classed in any other country as 
palaces, just as their owners would rank 
among princes to the extent that money and 
luxury can give such distinction, but. these 
structures, so far from presenting auy grand- 
eur or stateliness of aspect, geueraiiy have 
an air of inflated mediocrity, like a hoiel, 
rather than tie appropriate sheiter of that 
coiplex organism of service and responsi- 
biity which even here goes io make upa 
large establisnment. With all our deiao- 
cratic ways, there is no need oi planning 
great houses, as we often find them, tu which 
hundreds of visitors and guests are enter- 
tained every week, with exactiy the samme 
provisions for receiving them that would be 
turnished in the cottage of the miil-operative, 
with the difference that everything in the 
mansion would be on alarger scale. On the 
occasion of a reception or ball the friends of 
the owulers of houses on which imillivus of 
dollars have beeu spent are generally expeci- 
ed to land from their carriages on the side- 
waik, to be welcomed by a gibing crowd of 
ruffians, restrained by one or two policemen 
from pressing upon the dirty little strip oi 
earpet Which leads up a steep flight of steps 
to the scene of the festivities, which pro- 
claim themselves to the hearing and sight of 
alithe passers-by, in @ Manner quite de- 
structive to dignity, 

Commen as this disposition is to large 
housesin London as well as ia our own 
cities, we imagine that there are few persons 
who cannot see the advantage of the French 
plan, by which the guests of the house, in- 
stead of landing on the sidewalk, are brought 
directly into the court-yard, where they are 
received, if not by their hosts themselves, at 
least by their servants, instead of a dirty 
mob, and take their leave in the same way, 
without fear of annoyance from the rude- 
ness of strangers. - Such distinction as the 
carriage entrance and court-yard give are 
easily obtained, even ina house built with 
strict econemy in regard to the amount of 
ground covered; but where the owner of the 
wension can atford the cost, a great increase 
of dignity can be obtaived in Duildi.gs 
placed entre cour et jardin, the street frout 
being formed by a low structure, containing 
the rooms of the concierge and other ser- 
vants, With the carriage entrance in the 
eenter, flanked sometimes by two project- 
ing wings of the main house, which are 
brought forward to the street. ‘hese, with 
the iow structure on the street, inciose the 
court-yard, beyond which is the higher por- 
tion of the buiiding, containing the state en- 
trance and the grand saloons, which extend 
across the whole width of the lot; and be- 
hind this portion, whose facade gains great- 
ly in distinction by its haughty withdrawal 
from the public thoroughfare, is the garden, 
which is entirely concealed from the view of 
any oue except the inhabitants of the house, 
and is often brought into very close connec- 
tion with this, asa sort of open-air parior. 
Every architect can see the admirable way 
in which this arrangement iends itself to 
stately and convenient distribution of rooms, 
as well as to perfect light and ventilation, 
and although a house so planned would nut 
be cheap, there are many people now who 
would be both able aad wiljing to pay for the 
advantages which it would possess, if they 
were once pointed out to them.

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ADOPTED AS A FATHER. 


The Curious Story of the Author of 
“Kathleen Mavourneen.” 


From the Charleston (8S. C.) News. 


A story of strange and sad vicissitudes has 
recently, in more or less sketchy or mutilat- 
ed form, been going tlie rounds of the press, 
and awakening at least a passing interest in 
the fate of. Prof. F.N. W. Crach, the com- 
poser of ‘‘Kathleen Mavvourneen.” To this 
story has been added, within the past 
month, a most romantic and astonishing se- 
quel, the particulars of which are worth re- 
lating, not only on account of their strange- 
ness, but because of the argument they fur- 
nish to prove the human heart as capable of 
noble, generous and disinterested senti- 
ments as it ever was, and to convert the 
coldest cynic into a warm lover of his kind. 
In order that they may properly appreciate 
this sequel, however, it is neeessary to give 
our readers a correct though brief version of 
the story. 

Frederick Nicholls Crouch, was born in 
England July 31, 1808. At the age of nine 
years he played the bass at the Royal Co- 
burg Theater, thus early exhibiting the nat- 
ural bent of his mind. While stili a mere 
child he became attached to his Majesty’s 
Theater, and played a violin-solo betore Ros- 
sini. The conductor, Rochsa, recognizing 
his talent, made him his pupil, and the boy, 
giving promise also of success as a voealist, 
was instalied in Westminster Abbey among 
the Chapel Royal boys. On the opening of 
the Royal Academy of Music under the pat- 
rouage of George IV., Crouch, then only a 
boy of fourteen, thotgh utterly unable to 
pay the exorbitant fees, conceived the idea 
of becoming a pupil. This he accomplished 
on his merits and through sheer force of de- 
termination, passing triumphantly through 
the ordeal of an examination by the board of 
managers, and being in a week enrolled asa 
royal student. Under the instruetions of 
Dr. Crotch and ‘Thomas Atwood, in harmo- 
ny Signor Cruvelli, Italian singing; Thomas 

aydn, piano; Richard Lindley, vu ma 


) 

and Signor Pistrucci, Italian, the y@ang mu- 
sician rapidly attained proficiency... On the 
death of George LV. he was commanded, to- 
gether with the senior students, to attend 
the coronation ceremonies of William LV. 
and Adelaide, and was then appointed one 
of her Majesty’s private band. Not until 
after his graduation, when principal violon- 
cellist at Drury Lane Theater, did Crouch 
compose his first bailad, “Zephyrs of Love,”’ 
for Miss Annie ‘Tree, and “Swiss Song of 
Meeting” for Mme. Malibran. About this 
time he became acquainted with John How- 
ard Payne, the author of “Home, Sweet 
Home.” Deserting his profession, lured by 
a Vision of fortune in zine, Frederick Crouch 
entered the firm of Chapman & Co. and es- 
tablished one of the largest rolling-miils in 
Kent county, but the muse he had forsaken 
soon had her revenge, for while traveling in 
the west of England he learned of the failure 
of his partners and his own financial ruin. 

We can imagine with what ardor he turned 
for comfort as well as support back to his 
beloved music, composing just at this time, 
to suit some words sent him by Mrs. Craw- 
ford of Londow, the exquisite melody of 
“Kathleen Mavourneen.”’ It proved a “hit’’ 
—even the composer becoming, as he tells us, 
“infatuated with my own creation.” The 
success of this composition and the excite- 
ment of feeling himself the lion of the hour, 
‘“‘woke the dormant fires within him,’ and in 
rapid succession be composed several bal- 
lads, the most familiar of which is, perhaps, 
“Would I Were With Thee,” by Mrs. Nor- 
ton. This was, perhaps, the most suecessfu- 
part of Crouch’s career. He became super] 
visor of the musical establishment of D’Al- 
maine & Co., Soho square, at a yearly salary, 
with a contract, also, tor aliof his composi- 
tions, for the space of seven years, and after- 
wards musical reviewer of the Metropolitan 
Magazine, of which Capt. Marryatt was edit- 
or. Here he wrote for nine years, producing, 
in addition to twelve volumes of songs, two 
operas, “The Fifth of November” and “Sir 
Roger de Coverly.”’ 

But the life of the composer was not des- 
tined to glide on in this quiet fashion to the 
end, and in 1849 we find him in America, 
having accepted the offer from Max Maret- 
zek of a place in the orchestra in New York. 
The new venture proved a failure, and the 
troupe broke up, Crouch appearing next in 
Portiand, Me., as a lecturer un music. Here 
he was appointed musical director of the 
concerts of the Sacred Harmonie Society, 

roduced for the first time in the Eastern 
States Rossini’s “‘Stabat Mater,” and man 
charming English ‘“‘glees and madrigals,” 
sang ina church choir on Sundays, taught 
music during the week, and during his 
seven years’ residence in Partiand accumu- 
Jated no inconsiderable sum of money. 

Human nature becomes greedy with suc- 
cess, and the musician was no exception, for, 
dissatisfied with his condition, he sold out 
his property and determined to sail for Cali- 
fornia, the land of gold. Here the ebb-tide 
of his furtunes seems to have set in. His 
wife was taken illin Philadelphia, and dur- 
ing her long convalescence and the enforced 
idleness of dejay the composer found his 
savings rapidly decreasing and had to resort 
to music again, ‘Lhis time Crouch was not 
go successful, and, though he became musiea| 
director of St. Matthew's Catholic Church, 
Washington, he did not hold this position 
long, and finaily removed to Richmond, Va., 
where for a while he did -pretty well, his 
Sunday work in the choir of Dr. Miune- 
parece s church bringing him in $300, and 

is private ciasses during the week at least 
$3,000 more. 

On the breaking out of the war, however, 
filled with gratitude toward the people 
among whom lhe lived, the warm-hearted 
composer, though over age, enlisted in their 
defense, and giving up his $4,000 a year for 
the promise of $12 per mohth, marched to 
the front with the “Greys,” Capt. Elliott. 
After the faliof Norfolk he was transferred 
to the Richmond Howitzers. Thus he wore 
the gray in the forefront of baitie from “61 
to Appomattox,” and then the musician, 
journalist, soldier, who had sung at Vic- 
oria’s coronation, the pride of the concert- 
room, whase melodies had charmed atike the 
Old World and the New, took service with 
‘‘a Mr. Perkins as gardner and farm hand’”’ 
at Buckingham Court House. Thence he 
found his way, broken'in spirit and pocket, 
back to Richmond, and finally to Baltimore, 
where he has ever since been struggling te 
wina livelihood for himself, his wife and 
five little children. 

Now comes the remarkable sequel. Fate 
had not said her last pleasant word to Fred- 
erick Nicholis Crouch. On Thursday, June 

1883, a petition was filed in the Circuit 
Gour of Baltimore City by James Marion

The reasons for this 
change, as set forth by the petition itseif, 
published in the Baltimore News of June 7, 
are as follows: ‘‘Because he has become at- 
tached and devoted to Frederick N. W. 
Crouch, the cgmposer of ‘Kathleen Mavour- 
neen,’ etc., and his family in their adversity, 
ue feels that by adopting the name of 
rouch he can better look after amd care for 
his adopted father in his declining years, 
and after he is gone his little children can 
have a brother to look up to and call upon 
soy aid protection.” ; 
oung man who has taken this ex- 
tenordie nig in of adopting a father is thus 
spoker tb rof. Crouch self in a let- 
ict lies before us: Bh ghd ge nye 
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and the certainty of the family being cared 
for when I am mingling in the dust, and this 
comes from a sailor of the United States who 
fought against us in our deadly stru zle. 
Does it not read like fiction and romance? 

The gratitude and relief of the old mans 
heart further finds vent in these pathetic 
words: “When I thought the muster roll 
was being called to put me out of setvice, I 
am again reinstated.” Indeed, new life 
seems to have been infused into the veins of 
the toil-weary man by this unlooked-for gift 
of heaven, for heis making arrangements 
for a Southern tour, and for the publishing 
of an autobiography, which shows that the 
spirit, clouded and crushed by adversity, is 
still full of vigor. Whata pity itdoes not 
enter into the heart of men more frequently 
to apply such balm to the broken heart ofa 
brother! The world would be the brighter 
for it. Truly,in the words of Frederick 
Cronch himself, “No such chronicle of dis- 
interested regard for an old weather-beaten 
musician graces the pages of musica! history, 
nor do the annals of the lateayar record an 
instance of such self-sacrifice atthe shrine 
of ‘Do unto others as you would be done 
unto.’”’

A Direct Descendant of George IV. and 
Mrs. Fitzherbert. 
New Orleans Cor. New Hayen News. 


Gen. Ord was a gallant officer of the United 
States army during the civil war. He was 
in his sixty-fifth year, having been born at 
Cumberland, Md., October 19, 1818. Ris 
father, James Ord, was a son of George LYV., 
King of Great Britain, and was the hero of a 
remarkable tale which was known to many 
friends of the family, but has probably never 
anpeared in print. The motner of James 
Ord was tiie celebrated Mrs. Fitzherbert, 
whose marriage to George, Prince of Wales, 
late in the last century, is well known to the 
readers of history. Both as a Catholic ana 
a subject, Mrs. Fitzherbert could not claim 
to have ber marriage, though ecclesiastically 
valid, recognized by the Parliament of Great 
Britain in opposition to the royal marriage 
act. For some years the Prince treated Mrs. 
Fitzherbert with great apparent affection, 
but ultimately exhibited a desire to rid him- 
self of her, 

The chiid afterwards known as James Ord 
was by her secretly sent to France, but at 
the outbreak of the French revolution it was 
deemed unsafe for him to remain in that 
kingdom. He was accordingly dispatched to 
Spain, where he enjoyed the care and pro- 
tection of the Prime Minister, the Count of 
Aranda. Afterafew years the Count sent 
the boy to this city, then the capital of the 
Spanish colony of Louisiana, in charge of a 
Jesuit named Ord, whose nephew he was 
supposed t» be. 

‘he good Father Ord was entirely devoted 
to his ward, to whom he gave a careful edu- 
cation. After the annexation of Louisiana 
to the United States, young Ord entered tne 
army and served in the warof 1812. Be- 
fore his death Father Ord made known to 
his ward his real name and descent and gave 
him certain heirlooms and tokens by which 
he was recognized by the family of Mrs. 
Fitzherbert, who had froin time to time re- 
ceived news of him and had defrayed the 
expenses of his education until Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert’s death. 

James Ord resided for many years at the 
old missionary station of Mackinaw, Mich., 
where he filled the post of Indian agent. 

He had three sons, Pacificus, James L. and 
Edward, who ali resided for a long time in 
California, and he died not many years ago 
at the age of nearly ninety years at the house 
of his son, Dr. James’ L. Ord, at Santa Bar- 
bara, Cal. The eidestson, Pacificus, became 
ajudgein California, acquired wealth ana 
now resides in Washington, D.C. Dr. J. L. 
Ord, at one time presidént of the National 
Medical Association, bears a striking resem- 
blance to his grandfather. George lV. He 
went to California as surgeon toa vessel of 
warin 1846, and married there a lady of 
Mexican birth, Dona Dolores de la Guerra, 
who inherited a great property in Mexico, 
afterward the subject of Jitigation. 

Gen. Ord graduated at West Point in 1839, 
served in the Seminole war, becaine captain 
in 1860 and was chiefly stationed in Califor- 
nia until the outbreak of the civil war, when 
he was made brigadier-general of Peunsyl- 
vania volunteers. He won the battle of 
Dranesville, Va., in December, 1861, was 
made major-general in May, 1862, served in 
Mississippi and ‘Tennesse, eommanded the 
Thirteenth Corps at Vicksburg and the 
Eighteenth Corps before Richmond in 1864. 
He was made a brigadier-general in the 
regular army in 1866, commanded successive- 
ly the departments of California, of the 
Platte and of Texas, and was placed on the 
retired list in 1881. While in Texas his 
daughter Bertha married Gen. Geronims 
Trevius of Monterey, formerly Governor of 
Nuevo Deon, and general-in-chief of the 
Northern Department of Mexico, and more 
recently Minister of War under President 
Gonzalez. 

He is understood to have been designated 
as a futuré President by amicable agreement 
with ex-President Diaz, who visited Mon- 
terey last year via Texas, to act as godfather 
at the christening vf the “international 
baby” the grand-child of Gen. Ord, who 
Was present on the occasion. For the past 
two years Gen. Ord has resided at Mexieo 
with his wife, being the successor of Minister 
Romero as representative of Gen. Grant’s 
enterprise, the Mexican Southern Railroad, 
and he embarked for New York a few days 
since in the interest of that road.
